This is the Labor Day issue of The Progress as, in line 


with our annual practice, our employes will take a day's vaca- 
tion on full pay on Monday. 


This day in 1922 could be very well termed Labor's 


Thanksgiving Day. 
Contrary to general expectations and 


predictions freely made during the whole of the year, there is 
work for every man to do. 


Last year at this time The Progress was soliciting funds! 


for charity and distributing these funds through the Salvation I 
Army for the relief of men out of work. No less'than twentv 
cases right here in Clearfield were reported to us in which ' 
there was no bread in the house for the children to eat 


Last evening one of these men told us that he has had 


steady work at good wages for several months and at present 
could have his choice of at least a dozen jobs. His case is not 
an exception. 
Regular employment at public works todav' 


brings from thirty-five to thirty-eight cents per hour while I 
construction and other classes of work where the employment t 
is intermittent brings a higher rate with no takers. 


In the classifications of labor by trades, practically all' 


except the railroad workers have escaped sharing in the so- 
called readjustment period of lower wages and there is reason 
to believe that the Railway Labor Board will very soon take 
action which will restore, in part at least, railway'wages on n 
l«yel with other trades. It is worthy of note that in the steel 
i$on, glass and brick trades, wages are being restored 
these 


workers having taken their full share of the readjustment 
burden. 


The hard coal strike bids fair to be settled before ihe 


Labor Day celebrations gel under wav on Monday. A tone 
of optimism is heard "from the conference and the .settlement 
will be one ratisfactory to all concerned, at least in so far as 
a settlement can be satisfactory. 


Labor's chief interest today lies in the action of Attorney 


General Daugherty in appearing before the courts to start an 
action which ia to test the majesty of the law and the strength 
of our government. 
Stripped of all legal verbiage the issue 


presented by (he Attorney General of the United States "is 
th rurvival and supremacy of the government of the United 
States." How does the Attorney General arrive at such a 
conclusion? 


Certain unions demand the closed shop, thus shutting out 


any man not willing to subscribe to their laws and denying to 
the employer the right to hire whom ho might please. Should 
the employer agree to the closed shop because it is advan- 
tageous to all concerned it is good business. Should the em- 
ployer not agree, it is coercion, compulsion and tyranny of the 
worst stripe. The open shop is no more un-American than the 
closed shop is American and vice-versa. 
The open shop is 


American and the closed shop is American only where thero 
is mutual agreement. 
We pay homage to Samuel Gompers 


for his great ability as a leader and for his life long devotion 
to the cause of labor, but when he is talking of American 
liberties guaranteed by the constitution and won by our fore- 
fathers in blood he must remember that the individual citizen 
must not be required to carry a union card along with his 
citizenship certificate in order to earn a living. 


Mr. Daugherty says: 


"There comes a time in the history of all natrons 


when the people must be advised whether they have 
a government or NOT. 


"The underlying principle involved in this action 


i" the survival and supremacy of the government of 
the United States. 


"No union, or combination of unions can, under 


our law, dictate to the American government. When 
the unions claim the right to dictate to the govern- 
ment and to dominate the American people, and de- 
prive the people of the necessities of life, then the 
government will destroy the unions, for the govern- 
ment of the United States is supreme and must, 
endure.

legs, Friendship 
and 
Justice. 


They must stand on the rock of 
Christianity. Friendship is per- 
sonal and cannot be forced by 
law. 
In my 32 years of in- 


dustrial business my success 
has 
been due to the loyal 


friendship 
of niy 
employees. 


We have been neighbors in 
•every sense. 
Justice is a gov- 


ernmental matter which, as be- 
tween laborer 
and capitalist, 


has been shamefully neglected, 
privileges have been granted to 
the clamorous. Rights have not 
even been defined. Every con- 
ceivable right to real and per- 
son^! property is protected by 
volumes of civil and criminal 
law. But labor, upon which 90 
per cent of our people depend 
for their 
livlihood, is neither 


real nor personal property. The 
laborer/ black or white, cannot 
now be sold as a chattel; yet 
his labor, every hour of which 
is a fraction of his life, is at- 
tempted 
to be dealt with 
as 


merchandise. 
Laborers ^ 


felt forced to band together to 
extort advantages from associ- 
ations of employers.

This is the Labor Day issue of The Progress as, in line 


with our annual practice, our employes will take a day's vaca- 
tion on full pay on Monday. 


This day in 1922 could be very well termed Labor's 


Thanksgiving Day. 
Contrary to general expectations and 


predictions freely made during the whole of the year, there is 
work for every man to do. 


Last year at this time The Progress was soliciting funds! 


for charity and distributing these funds through the Salvation I 
Army for the relief of men out of work. No less'than twentv 
cases right here in Clearfield were reported to us in which ' 
there was no bread in the house for the children to eat 


Last evening one of these men told us that he has had 


steady work at good wages for several months and at present 
could have his choice of at least a dozen jobs. His case is not 
an exception. 
Regular employment at public works todav' 


brings from thirty-five to thirty-eight cents per hour while I 
construction and other classes of work where the employment t 
is intermittent brings a higher rate with no takers. 


In the classifications of labor by trades, practically all' 


except the railroad workers have escaped sharing in the so- 
called readjustment period of lower wages and there is reason 
to believe that the Railway Labor Board will very soon take 
action which will restore, in part at least, railway'wages on n 
l«yel with other trades. It is worthy of note that in the steel 
i$on, glass and brick trades, wages are being restored 
these 


workers having taken their full share of the readjustment 
burden. 


The hard coal strike bids fair to be settled before ihe 


Labor Day celebrations gel under wav on Monday. A tone 
of optimism is heard "from the conference and the .settlement 
will be one ratisfactory to all concerned, at least in so far as 
a settlement can be satisfactory. 


Labor's chief interest today lies in the action of Attorney 


General Daugherty in appearing before the courts to start an 
action which ia to test the majesty of the law and the strength 
of our government. 
Stripped of all legal verbiage the issue 


presented by (he Attorney General of the United States "is 
th rurvival and supremacy of the government of the United 
States." How does the Attorney General arrive at such a 
conclusion? 


Certain unions demand the closed shop, thus shutting out 


any man not willing to subscribe to their laws and denying to 
the employer the right to hire whom ho might please. Should 
the employer agree to the closed shop because it is advan- 
tageous to all concerned it is good business. Should the em- 
ployer not agree, it is coercion, compulsion and tyranny of the 
worst stripe. The open shop is no more un-American than the 
closed shop is American and vice-versa. 
The open shop is 


American and the closed shop is American only where thero 
is mutual agreement. 
We pay homage to Samuel Gompers 


for his great ability as a leader and for his life long devotion 
to the cause of labor, but when he is talking of American 
liberties guaranteed by the constitution and won by our fore- 
fathers in blood he must remember that the individual citizen 
must not be required to carry a union card along with his 
citizenship certificate in order to earn a living. 


Mr. Daugherty says: 


"There comes a time in the history of all natrons 


when the people must be advised whether they have 
a government or NOT. 


"The underlying principle involved in this action 


i" the survival and supremacy of the government of 
the United States. 


"No union, or combination of unions can, under 


our law, dictate to the American government. When 
the unions claim the right to dictate to the govern- 
ment and to dominate the American people, and de- 
prive the people of the necessities of life, then the 
government will destroy the unions, for the govern- 
ment of the United States is supreme and must, 
endure. 


"Tomorrow," he continued, "it will be said by

some more malicious than truthful that this proceed- 
ing is-intended a- a death blow to the unions. In my 
judgment this movement (the injunction) is neces- 
sary ior the protection and preservation of the unions 
themselves.

power of the govunment within my control to pre- 
vent the labor unions of the country trom destroying 
the open shop.

But labor, upon which 90 
per cent of our people depend

livlihood, is neither 


real nor personal property. The 
laborer/ black or white, cannot 
now be sold as a chattel; yet 
his labor, every hour of which 
is a fraction of his life, is at- 
tempted 
to be dealt with 
as 


merchandise. 
Laborers ^ 


felt forced to band together to 
extort advantages from associ- 
ations of employers. Thus has 
arisen 
collective 
bargaining, 


destruction 
of personal 
rela- 


tions, and the estrangement of 
thos* who, living by a common 
industry, ought to be closest 
friends. They deal through ne- 
gotiators, too often 
selected 


because of their fighting pow- 
er. 
Naturally such negotia- 


tions fail, strikes 
result and 


continue until 
laborers' fami- 


lies are destitute and 
capital- 


ists have lost so heavily that 
both dispairingly come togeth- 
er and saddle part of the loss 
on helpless outsiders. Arbitra- 
tion, though better than war, 
hears ftnly the disputants; and, 
even 
if fundamental principles 


; are considered, they do not be- 


come a matter of record, ate 
not subject to appeal and es- 
tablish no precedents. Indus- 
trial courts would decide cases 
on broader grounds. 
Unjust 


decisions would be corrected by 
laws. 
The judges ought to be 


elected 
by the whole people, 


thus 
putting the 
choice of 


judges 
into 
workingmen's 


hands. 
Workingmen have had 


complete control 
of America 


for 140 years, and have made 
it the wealthiest nation on the 
face of the globe and the safest 
place for capital. 
They can 


still be trusted. 
Congress is 


not directly concerned with the 
establishment 
of courts; but, 


whorever interstate 
commerce 


is concerned, it can enact rights 
for laborers and empower dis- 
trict courts to decide them.
